OF THE MANHATTAN REALTY 


The fall of Manhattan avenue marks 
ithe close of one of the most spectac- 
|ular examples of realty enhancement 
|that has ever been known in the city 
jot Atlanta. | 
Three years ago that part of the city 
(known as Manhattan avenue and vi- 
|\cinity was negro property valued at 
($50 to $100 per front foot. Then, 
'through shrewd manipulation, the re- 
(Stricted district was moved to Man- 
hattan avenue, and as a result prop- 
erty on that thoroughfare inrmediately 
increased from 150 to 200 per cent and 
went off the market. 

There is a record of a concrete ex- 
ample where a lot on this street was 
sold just before the installing of the 
restricted district for $5,000. A build- 
ing for the use of inmates of the dis- 
trict was erected on the lot at a cost 
of $17,000. Although this property, 
until the closing of the houses, had not 
been Offered on the market, it is said 
that $35,000 would have been’ consid- 
ered a moderate price for it. 

The furnished houses on 
avenue paid an average rental of about 
$600 per month, one house paying as 
high as $800 per month. Unfurnished 
houses, of which there were compara- 
tively few, are sald to have paid about 
250 or $300 per month. 

Thus it will be seen that the average 
house on Manhattan avenue paid its 
owner about $7;250 per year gross. In 
addition to this sum from each house 
on this street, it is reported that as 
much as $350,000 per year was spent 
on Manhattan avenue for drinks and 
food. In some instances the same in- 
erests (which owned the houses were 
those who received the revenue from 
the beer sold in the houses. 

Last Tuesday at noon, when Chief 
Beavers ordered these resorts closed,

MARK PEACE CONGRESS 


Geneva. Switzerland, September 25.— 
Tumult and a display of temper mark- 
ed today’s session of the International 
Pesce congress Questions connecteu 
with Morocco and Tripoli occupied the 
attention of the congress, and the 
criticism of Dr. Gobat, president of 
the International Peace bureau, of Ger- 
many's attitude in Morocco, brought 
the German delegates to their feet 
in a heated protest.
